Articles Would Provide 


Fluoride-Free 


An article which would provide 
water, free of fluoride, will ap~ 
parently be presented to the special 
town meeting Oct, 6, 

In a letter to the board of Select- 
men, Miss Catherine A, Stewart, 
104 Salem St., stated that suffi- 
cient signatures would be obtained 
to have an article inserted in the 
warrant, 

The proposal would provide 
funds in order that unfluoridated 
water would be available to the 
townspeople, 

Her letter reads: 

Gentlemen: 

Thank you for your letter of 
August 22 about the proposed ar- 
ticle to have the town provide 
water without sodium fluoride for 
those who, because this drug is 
contraindicated for them or for 
other reason, do not wish to take 
it. We appreciate your considera- 
tion, although your decision was 
not to sponsor the article. We 
will try to get 100 signatures to 
sponsor the article ourselves. We 
anticipate no difficulty in getting 
signatures except the time it takes- 
and time is short before the war- 
rant closes. 

The proposed article was sug- 
gested by a town official who said, 
“If we’re going to discriminate 
against people, we’d better do 
something for the people who are 
being discriminated against.” 

Our reading of state law on pur- 
poses for which towns may ap- 
propriate suggests an apparently 
inexpensive, practical way to ac- 
complish the purpose of the pro- 
posed article, Clause 14 of Chap- 
ter 40, Section 5 gives, as a pur- 
pose for which towns may appro- 
priate, ‘‘For necessary and con- 
venient drinking troughs, wells 
and fountains in the public ways, 
public squares and commons.” A 
state conservation official told a 
group of Andover people, some 
years ago when we were suffer- 
ing drought, that the ground is 
full of water in Massachusetts 
right under our feet practically 
everywhere -- and this even in 
time of drought. 

The thought is, could we have, 
in addition to the Abbot well, old- 
fashioned wells with hand pumps 
like those in the camping area of 
Harold Parker State Forest? The 
initial cost and the maintenance 
of, say, four wells in different 
parts of town would, apparently, 
be low, while their value to the 
townspeople would be great, not 
only in this time of stress -- real 
emergency for some -- but in the 
future, as accessible, convenient 
sources of good drinking water. 

The proposed article does not, 
of course, solve the urgent, im- 
mediate problem -- the distress of 
some elderly people who cannot 
g0 to the Abbot well. One elderly

As a new school year approaches, and reflections on an 
academic year just passed still vividly in mind, it is re- 
freshing to see an institution setting forth firm ground 
rules with regard to student behavior and dress. 

We speak particularly of Phillips Academy which has 
stipulated that there will be no long hair and no ‘abnormal’ 
dress. 

In a letter to parents of incoming students, the rules 
were stipulated, and the academy, in so many words, ad- 
vised that if the young men objected, they could find some 
other school to attend.

Appreciation of law and order and conformance to the 
norms of society must be learned and appreciated at an 
early age. 

Phillips Academy, a leader in the educational field, is 
to be applauded for the courage to stand up and maintain 
a code of dignity. 

Not only will the academy be a better place, but its stu- 
dents and graduates will be better men for having respect 
for rules and regulations. The, learning process is contin- 
uous in life, but the lessons learned early, remain firm.
